Bu t 
crim inals 
apparently

joined in the exodu s from the 
cities. 
The FBI said Monday the su b ­ 
u rb s paced a 5 per cent increase 
in the nation’s reported crim es 
in 19 65. Crime in su b u rb ia was 
u p b y 8 per cent ov er 19 64, with 
12 per cent more rape and 15 
per cent more rob b ery. 
“Certainly ou r crim e rate is 
growing, b u t then so is ou r pop­ 
u lation. They follow together,” 


says Donal Meehan, police chief 
of Alhamb ra, Calif., a su b u rb of 
Los Angeles. 
“ We’re getting 
some of the 
crime 
that 
u sed 
to

else­ 
where,” said Police Chief John 
O. Kenyon of Ov erland 
Park, 
Kan., which is 12 miles from 
downtown Kansas City and one 
of the IO fastest-growing com­ 
mu nities in the nation.
